The Broadcast Council of the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees is composed of two bargaining units 
representing employees of the Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corporation. One is the office and professional 
unit with some 80 different job categories. The other 
is the production unit with 65 different job cate- 
gories. There is a total of 2,212 employees covering 
many of the skills required to produce a television or 
radio program. 


The council executive committee is composed of eight 
members with representation originally based on 

the number of members in each geographical zone. 
From these original eight elected by zone caucus, the 
following officers are elected by the full conference: 
president, vice-president (finance), vice- president 
(alternate) and secretary (communications). 


The council executive committee meets regularly to 
consider any matters affecting the Broadcast Council 
or its members. The zone representatives maintain 
contact with locals in their zone and provide informa- 
tion to the CEC to assist them with their deliberation. 


The CEC is responsible for maintaining the opera- 
tion of the Broadcast Council between conferences, for 
arranging conferences and maintaining communica- 
tions and liaisons with all locals. 


Each CEC officer is also assigned to a number of 
standing committees, is responsible for the function- 
ing of their committees, and reports on their activi- 
ties to the CEC. Responsibilities of the standing 
committee include affirmative action, education, 
grievances, health and safety, technical change, lay- 
offs and negotiations.

The Canadian Ceramic Society was established in 
1932 when the National Clay Products Association 
and the Canadian Enamellers Association joined 
forces to study and deal with ceramic problems. The 
society aims to: advance the ceramic arts and sci- 
ences; encourage study and research in the various 
branches of the ceramic industry; promote improve- 
ment of the techniques of production and the quality 
of products; establish intimate and mutually-helpful 
relations between companies and personnel employed 
within the industry. 


The Canadian Ceramic Society consists of five divi- 
sions—structural clay and refractories; porcelain 
enamel; pottery and whitewares; glass; electronics 
and basic science; each has its own executive and 
arranges a program of technical papers for the wishes 
and requirements of its members. 


Services include: an annual convention; divisional 
and general meetings held during the year at which 
prominent speakers address topics relevant to the 
industry; a three-year certificate course which pre- 
sents a concise study of ceramics in related fields and 


its dependant processes; Canadian Clay and 
Ceramics, the official technical magazine of the soci- 
ety, published bimonthly; The Journal of the 
Canadian Ceramic Society, a compilation of technical 
and scientific papers in the field of ceramics, pub- 
lished annually.

CCC aims to: further crafts in Canada; liaise with all 
crafts associations in Canada as well as other coun- 
tries and international agencies; seek equality of 
access to economic benefits for the full-time craftsper- 
son; encourage the establishment of new national 
programs designed to help the growth of very small 
business generally; give the public the opportunity to 
become involved with the finest crafts of the present 
and the past; become a source of national and inter- 
national information of use and interest to crafts-

CANADIAN EMBROIDERERS’ 
GUILD 


Canadian Embroiderers’ Guild, London, was founded 
in 1971 to promote an interchange of ideas among 
those who are engaged in, or interested in, the art of 
embroidery. 


The objectives are to: a) maintain and promote high 
standards in all kinds of creative stitchery; b) provide 
seminars, lectures, and instruction on stitchery and 
associated subjects; sponsor and conduct exhibitions of 
quality embroidery, needlework and creative stitch- 
ery; c) provide a forum for the comparison and inter- 
change of ideas, design, techniques and workmanship, 
and for the distribution of information and publicity 
relative to the art of embroidery. 


The guild meets twice monthly, September to April. 
It offers instructional classes in various embroidery/ 
textile-related techniques and an afternoon program 
covering a wide variety of embroidery-related topics. 
One and two day workshops are provided during 

the year. In mid-June, two intensive two week work- 
shops are sponsored at Brescia College, London. 
Artist instructors of international repute are featured. 
Embroiderers from many countries as well as Cana- 
dians participate. Up to three Bursary Awards are 
offered each year to encourage students showing 
proficiency in embroidery to attend. 


CEGments, the newsletter of the guild, is circulated 
to all members and associate members three times a 
year. The guild is affiliated with the Embroiderers’ 
Guild of London, England, the Ontario Craft Council 
and the Ontario Network of Needleworkers. The 
guild is also a sponsoring guild of the Council of 
American Embroiderers. Prize money is donated to 
the Ontario Craft Council regional exhibitions for 
excellence in embroidery design and techniques. A 
large slide collection is available through a rental 
program to non-members in Ontario.

The visual arts, enhanced through education, art 
appreciation, and display, have been the main con- 
cern of the Art Gallery of Ontario (AGO) ever since it 
began as the Art Museum of Toronto in 1900 and 
became the Art Gallery of Ontario in 1966. 


The AGO offers theatre programs—lectures and film 
series—a gallery school—the gallery shops—an art 
rental service and educational tours and services. 
The Edward P. Taylor Reference Library is open to 
scholars.

The Ontario Arts Council is the arm’s length funding 
agency of the Ontario government established in 
1963 to promote the study, enjoyment and production 
of works in the arts. 


The council provides grants and other assistance to 
professional Ontario-based artists and arts organiza- 
tions in a variety of disciplines as well as administer- 
ing a range of special programs. 


These activities are described below. 


The Ontario Arts Council is an agency of the Ministry 
of Citizenship and Culture. 


PLEASE NOTE: In order to be eligible for assistance, 
organizations must, as a general rule, be 
professional, registered non-profit, Ontario-based, in 
operation for at least one year before the time of 
application, and have a community-based board of 
directors. Individuals applying for grants must be 
residents of Ontario who have completed their basic 
training and are engaged in a full-time professional 
career.

Following is a brief description of the various offices 
of the Ontario Arts Council. For detailed information 
about the programs and grants administered through 
each office, contact the appropriate office at the 
address listed above. 


The Arts/Education Office provides grants to support 
Ontario professional performing arts organizations 
to tour the schools; to individual creative artists 

to undertake projects with students; and to play- 
wrights to develop material for young audiences. 


Every fall, this office publishes a booklet listing 
professional arts resources for schools. Anyone wish- 
ing to be included in the Arts/Education Catalogue, 
or interested in obtaining copies, should contact 


the Arts/Education Office of the Ontario Arts Council, 
at the address listed above. 


The Community Arts Development Office of the On- 
tario Arts Council provides consultation, advice, 
encouragement and grants to organizations in On- 
tario communities to support the development of 
their local arts resources, and to crafts and native 
arts throughout the province. 


The Dance Office provides financial assistance and 
consultation to encourage the development of Cana- 
dian dance and dancers through the support of 
Ontario-based professional, non-profit dance compa- 
nies and service associations, individual choreogra- 
phers, dance training organizations, and new dance 
works series. This office also considers requests from 
mime and puppetry companies. 


The Film, Photography and Video Office offers assis- 
tance to eligible organizations, and to professional 
filmmakers, photographers, screenwriters, video art- 
ists and artists working in electronic media. 


The Franco-Ontarian Office attaches great importance 
to the advancement of Franco-Ontarian artists in- 
volved in theatre, writing, visual arts and to “chan- 
sonniers’. Grants are also available to Franco- 
Ontarian theatre companies, galleries, publishing 
houses, festivals and cultural centres. 


Every year, the Franco-Ontarian office organizes 
Contact .Ontarois, a conference which enables franco- 
phone performing artists and groups to market their 
work to potential buyers of touring performances 
from across the province. In addition to a broad selec- 
tion of performances, Contact Ontarois offers dele- 
gates an exhibition room where artists, managers and 
sponsors can meet to discuss and plan future tours, 
and numerous workshops and information sessions for 
both artists and sponsors. 


The Literary Office of the Ontario Arts Council pro- 
vides grants to support the creation, publication 
and distribution of literature in Ontario. 


Grants are available to writers working in fiction, 
poetry, drama, literary criticism, history, biography, 
politics or commentary on the arts. This office also 
supports publishers, periodicals and projects of liter- 
ary associations. 


The Music Office provides grants to encourage the 
development of Canadian musicians and Canadian 
musical expression, with particular concern for On- 
tario artists and audiences. The office supports chiefly 
classical music, with an emphasis on artistic quality 
and the project’s importance to the individual per- 
formers and artists and the community. 


The Ontour Office helps bring together Ontario com- 
munities and touring performers, to develop new 
touring opportunities for the performing arts 
throughout Ontario, and to provide Ontario commu- 
nities with quality performances. 


Contact Ontario is an annual conference organized 
by the Ontour Office to develop new performing arts 
touring opportunities in Ontario. Contact brings 
together Ontario community organizations wishing 


to sponsor touring performances, and Canadian 
professional performing artists or their representa- 
tives. Besides presenting showcase performances by a 
wide variety of artists, Contact offers an exhibit 
room where performing artists can discuss touring 
opportunities with sponsors, and workshops and 
information sessions for both artists and sponsors. 
For more details, contact the Ontour Office. 


The Theatre Office supports the work of Ontario- 
based professional theatre companies along with the 
creation of programs to encourage new play 
development. 


Established, non-profit, Ontario-based professional 
theatre companies offering a season of presentations, 
including children’s and summer theatre, may be 
eligible for operating grants. 


In order to respond to new initiatives, theatre project 
grants are available to assist emerging companies, 
one-time-only theatre productions, and creative costs 
of new work. 


The Visual Arts Office provides grants toward pri- 
mary creation, exhibition and documentation; services 
for artists and organizations; and scholarship, train- 
ing and criticism in the visual arts. 


Support is available to non-profit visual arts groups 
or organizations through the Special project category. 
The priority for assistance is towards projects which 
extend beyond the normal scope of the organization’s 
programming. Organizations applying to the Visual 
Arts Office for the first time must apply through 

this category. 


In addition to its various granting programs, the 
Ontario Arts Council also administers a number of 
endowments. These include: 


The Floyd S. Chalmers Fund This fund covers the 
following programs and awards: 


* Floyd. S. Chalmers Performing Arts Training 
Award: These juried awards assist professionals in 
the performing arts to undertake intensive study 
projects or professional upgrading, either with 
outstanding master teachers or at a recognized 
institution. 


* Floyd S. Chalmers Performing Arts Creation 
Award: These juried awards assist professionals in 
the performing arts with the creative costs of 
unique Canadian works of innovation and stature. 
(Production costs are ineligible.) Ontario-based 
artists may apply individually or as a member of a 
creative team for monies to sustain them during 
the creation of a new work. Artists applying on 
their own behalf must indicate interest or spon- 
sorship by a professional performing company. 
Ontario-based performing arts companies may also 
apply on behalf of one or more creative artists 
who will create a new work for the company’s use. 
Awards are made to individuals only. 


The Chalmers Canadian Play Award is given an- 
nually for an outstanding Canadian-written play 
produced by any theatre organization in Canada

INSTITUTE 


The Canadian Conservation Institute (CCI) is one of 
the national programs of the National Museums of 
Canada. The institute is engaged in the conservation 
of cultural artifacts, technical consultation on the 
preservation of collections, conservation research, and 
advanced training of conservation personnel from 
museums and galleries. 


Conservators examine, stabilize and propose proper 
storage and handling procedures for paintings, poly- 
chrome sculptures, historic and artistic works on 
paper, fine arts, textiles, furniture and wooden. ob- 
jects, as well as a large variety of ethnographic and 
archaeological specimens from across the country. 
This service is offered without charge to public insti- 
tutions of all sizes. The CCI provides assistance in 
the area of training by offering seminars, workshops 
and conferences. Intermediate and advanced level 
internships are available to persons possessing basic 
conservation training in order to offer more complete 
and diversified experience in their area of specializa- 


tion. Mobile conservation laboratories provide minor 
on-site treatment and give technical advice to smaller 
institutions throughout the country. 


Conservation research staff is engaged in a number 
of projects dealing with museum environments and 
their effect on the deterioration of artifacts; with 

the design, development and evaluation of treatment 
methods for artifacts and works of art; development 
of analytical procedures for characterizing the mate- 
rials of which artifacts and works of art are com- 
posed. Scientific and analytical services are provided 
to Canadian museums for conservation-related prob- 
lems, and a specialized scientific examination service 
is available to assist curators in Canadian institu- 
tions with problems of authenticating objects. 


CCI publishes Technical Bulletin, a series on such 
topics as lighting and relative humidity in museums, 
and CCI Notes series on care of collections.

The Canadian Heritage Information Network is a 
national program managed by the National Museums 
of Canada. It provides a wide range of services to 
help museums document and manage information 
about their collections. These services include assis- 
tance in developing automated and manual systems 
as well as documentation standards and techniques. 
CHIN operates a comprehensive system called Paris 
(Pictorial Artifact Retrieval Information System), 
which can accommodate documentation for a diversity 
of disciplines found in the public collections in Can- 
ada and can be used by an almost unlimited number 
of users concurrently. The network maintains a 
centralized data bank describing artifacts and speci- 
mens in the collections of 152 Canadian museums 
and other institutions. Records currently cover the 
disciplines of fine and decorative arts, history, eth- 
nology, archaeological sites and specimens, earth 
sciences, botany, mammalogy, ornithology, herpetol- 
ogy, ichthyology, paleontology and invertebrate zool- 
ogy. Computer terminals located across the country 
enable users to enter, retrieve and exchange informa- 
tion on more than two million objects for research, 
conservation, security, educational programming and 
exhibit planning purposes.

The Ontario Black History Society is a charitable 
organization founded in 1978 which serves over 200 
members and affiliates across Canada. The only 
organization of its kind in the province, it is an au- 
thority in the field, encouraging and conducting 
research; sponsoring educational meetings and con- 
ferences on Black history, promoting the inclusion 

of Black history in the school curricula and co- 
operating with other heritage organizations to stimu- 
late interest in Canadian Black history. 


Its programs include the publication of a newsletter, 
Ontario Black History News, three times a year, 
which circulates across Canada reporting on Black 
heritage activities, as well as a bibliographic series 
which provides valuable information to scholars and 


researchers. The society’s public education program 
serves thousands of clients annually in schools, li- 
braries and the general community, through public 
speaking, educational presentations and the circula- 
tion of exhibits. 


The OBHS has developed two small and one large 
travelling exhibition on the province’s Black heritage, 
and is currently embarking on the production of a 
national exhibition, focusing on the national contri- 
butions of Blacks to Canada’s history. 


The society has amassed an extensive collection of 
oral history tapes, photographs and documents which 
have been preserved in the province’s archives with 
the co-operation of the Multicultural History Society 
of Ontario. In addition, it has co-sponsored a number 
of oral history workshops with the Ontario Historical 
Society as a result of its extensive activities in this 
field. 


As the first Black history organization in Canada, it 
has been responsible for stimulating interest leading 
to the formation of Black historical societies in 
British Columbia, Manitoba and Quebec. Presently, 
it liaises with seven provincial Black heritage associ- 
ations and keeps abreast of the national scene in 

the Black history field.

The oldest of all of Canada’s cultural agencies, the 
Public Archives was established in 1872. Serving as 
the collective memory of our nation, the Archives 
enhances our sense of national history and identity. 
It does so by acquiring from any source all significant 
archival material relating to every aspect of Cana- 
dian life—literally millions of manuscripts, photo- 
graphs, films, maps, tapes, video recordings, books, 
works of art, and machine-readable and other records. 
The Archives is always eager to obtain material 
from private sources. Canadian organizations and 
individuals are therefore encouraged to donate their 
historic records. 


The Archives’ vast collections are used not only by 
historians and other professional researchers and 
scholars, but also by the general public for such pop- 
ular purposes as genealogical research. Individuals 
across Canada also have access to archival material 
which is available on microfilm through inter- 
library loan. Other services include exhibitions 

and displays, both at the Public Archives and in 
other parts of the country.

The Canadian Book Information Centre (CBIC) is a 
trade association developing promotion and market- 
ing programs for Canadian-owned book publishers. 
Started in 1975 by the Association of Canadian 
Publishers as a means of promoting the value of Ca- 
nadian books in general, the CBIC has grown with 
the industry, and is now mandated to help member 
publishers promote their books in a wide variety 

of trade, educational and special markets. 


The CBIC is funded by the membership, by self- 
generated revenues, the government of Nova Scotia, 
the Ontario Arts Council and the Canada Council. 
It also relies heavily on the efforts of hundreds of 
publishing professionals, booksellers, writers, librar- 
ians and educators who actively support its goals. 


Offices in Toronto, Halifax and Vancouver operate 
active display programs, sending selections of recent 
Canadian books into schools, libraries, conferences, 
exhibitions and conventions. All offices work closely 
with regional publishers’ associations, and host a 
variety of meetings, seminars, book launchings and 
other media and special events. Each office maintains 
a resource centre for the use of members and inter- 
ested individuals.

The CBPC, a national trade association of book 
publishers, is the major voice in the book publishing 
industry in Canada. Its fifty members collectively 
account for the majority of the sales of all English- 
language books in Canada and the majority of the 
sales of Canadian books. They employ more than 
3,000 Canadians and contribute over $25 million an- 
nually to the Canadian manufacturing sector. 


CBPC members are involved in the publishing and 
distribution of elementary, high school and post- 
secondary materials, general trade books, mass mar- 
ket paperbacks, legal and audiovisual materials, 
and business and educational software. 


Any company, educational institution or government 
agency, an important part of whose business function 
is the publishing of books, which has published 
under its own imprint at least five titles, and which 
operates in Canada under its own management, is 
eligible for membership in the council.

It also includes a domestic and international exhibits 
program for schools and professional association 
conferences.

The Canadian Musical Reproduction Rights Agency 
Limited (CMRRA) is a Canadian corporation organ- 
ized in 1975 by the Canadian Music Publishers 
Association (CMPA) to act as a centralized licensing 
and royalty collection agency for the reproduction 


rights in musical works in Canada and internation- 
ally. It is the principal agency of its kind in Canada, 
currently representing over 9,000 Canadian and 

U.S. publishing companies which collectively own or 
administer approximately 70 per cent of the music 
that is recorded and performed in Canada. CMRRA is 
governed by a board of nine directors elected an- 
nually by ballot by the members of the Canadian 
Music Publishers Association. 


Its major operations include: licensing of musical 
works for use in records and tapes, television pro- 
grams, films, audiovisual productions and radio and 
television commercials; collection of royalties and 
fees in Canada and abroad; conducting of a regular 
cycle of royalty audits; protection of copyright in 
musical works through infringement and other legal 
action; political and industry action through govern- 
ment lobbying at the federal and provincial level 

for copyright and other matters affecting the music 
industry and through direct work with private orga- 
nizations in the industry so as to ensure that the 
activities of composers, authors and music publishers 
are known and understood and their interests 
protected.

CHILDREN’S BOOK CENTRE 


The Children’s Book Centre is a national, non-profit 
organization established in 1976 to promote the 
reading and writing of Canadian children’s books. 
The centre is made up of a very active membership of 
1,250 people who are represented by a 12-person 
board of directors. Members include teachers, librar- 
ians, parents, children, booksellers, authors, illustra- 
tors, publishers and many others. 


The centre’s objectives are to bring recognition to 
Canadian authors and illustrators, to encourage 
awareness of the importance of reading, and of read- 
ing Canadian, and to promote the sales of Canadian 
children’s books. To meet these objectives, the follow- 
ing programs are provided: 


1) Support to authors and illustrators—The centre 
gives monthly workshops for beginning authors 
and illustrators, as well as providing reference 
services to those who are already published. Each 
year 2,000 inquiries relating to writing and illus- 
trating in this country are received. 
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Reference Services—The centre maintains a full 
collection of children’s books as well as a display 
collection. The collection is open to the public 

and is used for research and reference by people 
from Australia to Sweden. The display collection is 
made up of books which go across the country to 
libraries, schools and community centres. 
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Bibliographic Services and Print Materials—The 
centre will develop bibliographies upon request. It 
also produces print and audiovisual material on 
Canadian authors and illustrators. The centre’s 
newsletter is read by 40,000 people and is pro- 
duced quarterly. Booking Space is a newsletter 
produced for inclusion in Canadian Bookseller. 
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Special Events—The centre mounts an annual na- 
tional festival celebrating the current crop of 
Canadian children’s books. During the festival, 
children take part in a variety of book-related 
activities, including author and illustrator read- 
ings. Approximately 500,000 children take part in 


this national event. The festival has brought 
attention to multicultural books, to reading, and 
to the art of illustration by making these impor- 
tant areas the theme of the three most recent 
festivals.

COMPOSERS, AUTHORS AND

CAPAC was established in 1925 as CPRS (Canadian 
Performing Right Society Ltd.). 


CAPAC is an all-Canadian, non-profit, member-run 
performing right society with a board of directors 
that is elected annually by its members. Eight com- 
poser/lyricist members and eight publishers make 
up the board of directors. 


CAPAC’s function is to administer the performing 
right in musical compositions on behalf of its com- 
poser, lyricist and publisher members, and members 
of similar affiliated foreign performing right societies 
worldwide. CAPAC does this by licensing music 
users so that they may legally perform some or all of 
the music within CAPAC’s vast repertoire. The 
money that CAPAC collects from its licencees is then 
paid to composers, lyricists and publishers for the 
use of their music when it is performed on radio, tel- 
evision, at concerts, bars, night clubs and other 
places. 


No charge is made to CAPAC’s members for this 
service and no membership fee or dues are payable 
by the membership. Only CAPAC’s actual operating 
expenses are deducted from the revenue collected 
from licencees. The rest is distributed equitably based 
upon surveys of music users, to all of CAPAC’s 
composer, lyricist and publisher members of affiliated 
societies from around the world, whose works are 
performed in Canada. 


In addition, CAPAC acts as a unified voice on behalf 
of composers, lyricists and music publishers before 
numerous government bodies and has continually ad- 
vocated that changes be made in Canada’s existing 
copyright legislation. 


CAPAC also endeavours to assist its members by 
giving them a better understanding of the music 
business through some of its publications: The Cana- 
dian Composer; You and the Music Business—a 
Practical Guide for Canadian Songwriters, Composers 
and Publishers; Copyright Law in the United States— 
How Does It Affect Canadian Composers, Lyricists 
and Publishers; Performing Rights: An Explanation 
and Guide.

CRIME WRITERS OF CANADA 


Crime Writers of Canada is a non-profit organization 
of published authors of fiction and non-fiction, and 
those professionally interested in the crime genre.

librarians). 


CWC achievements include: Arthur Ellis Award, the 
first Canadian award for crime writing; an annual 
competition for the best crime book, fiction or non- 
fiction, published by a resident of Canada in a given 
year; Fingerprints (the book), an anthology of short 
stories by CWC members; The Crime Writers of 
Canada Collection, a library of members’ works 
housed at Massey College; CWC Bibliography, a 
detailed compilation of members’ published writings; 
readings and book display at various Toronto 
libraries.

dustry and opinion leaders of the importance to 


Canada of Canadian consumer magazines; increase 
the consumer magazines’ share of total advertising 
expenditures by promoting to the advertising com- 
munity the benefits of using the medium; improve the 
quality of Canadian magazines generally and to 
assist individual members in developing world class 
talent and technology; serve its members by obtaining 
and disseminating information and providing ser- 
vices which improve the efficiencies of publication and 
the effectiveness of communication with advertisers, 
readers and suppliers. 


To accomplish the stated objectives, Magazines Can- 
ada has a number of committees, each composed of 
experts in their respective fields: government, indus-

PERFORMING RIGHTS 
ORGANIZATION OF CANADA 
LTD. 


The Performing Rights Organization of Canada Lim- 
ited is a not-for-profit Canadian-owned performing 
rights society representing by mid-1985 more than 
18,000 composers, lyricists and music publishers. 
PRO Canada was established in 1940 to collect per- 
forming right license fees from users of music in 
Canada and to distribute performance royalties to 
copyright owners and publishers, based upon the 
performance of their music. 


In 1981, PRO Canada opened CANAMEC, the me- 
chanical rights division of PRO Canada, followed by 
the announcement in the Spring of 1985 of its in- 
volvement as a founder of the Society for Reproduc- 
tion Rights of Authors, Composers and Publishers of 
Canada (SODRAC). Through agreements with for- 
eign societies, PRO Canada also licenses for perfor- 
mance in Canada thousands of works by foreign 
copyright owners. 


Aside from its main role of licensing music users and 
distributing performance royalties, PRO Canada 

has maintained throughout its history unique pro- 
grams for the promotion of Canadian music, both at 
home and abroad. These include an annual awards 
presentation honoring Canadian composers for their 
success in Canada and internationally. 


PRO Canada’s competitions include: the annual PRO 
Canada Young Composers’ Competition where $9,000 
is presented to composers under the age of 30; the 
presentation every two years of $10,000 to Canadian 
Orchestras for the imaginative programming of con- 
temporary music; an annual $2,500 prize to a young 
lawyer for a successful paper submitted in the PRO 
Canada Copyright Competition. 


One of PRO Canada’s most important free services to 
the Canadian music community has been its work- 
shop and speaker’s program. Panelists or individual 
speakers are made available to groups and organiza- 
tions across Canada, without charge, to discuss mat- 
ters relating to copyright and performing and 
mechanical rights. 


PRO Canada is administered by a board of directors 
with the majority made up of the composers, lyricists 
and music publishers it represents. It publishes six 
times a year the magazines, The Music Scene/La 
Scéne Musicale, available without charge.

The International Council of Museums (ICOM) is a 
professional organization founded in 1946 and dedi- 
cated to the improvement and advancement of the 
world’s museums. Embracing museums of every dis- 
cipline, whether of science or technology, ethnogra- 
phy or natural history, art, history, or archaeology 
including zoos, aquarian and botanic gardens, its 
activities take place on the five continents of the 
world. It has over 7,000 members, both individual 
and institutional, in 119 countries. 


ICOM has three principal sources of action: its Paris- 
based Secretariat and Documentation Centre assure 
the day-to-day running of the organization and the 
world wide coordination of its activities and 
programs; the Documentation Centre is the world’s

NATIONAL MUSEUMS OF 
CANADA 


To create greater public awareness and appreciation 
of the products of man and nature—that has been 
the ambitious and challenging goal of the National 
Museums of Canada (NMC) since its inception. This 
umbrella institution was established as a Crown 
corporation by the National Museums Act in 1968. 
Its mandate is “to demonstrate the products of nature 
and the works of man, with special but not exclusive 
reference to Canada, so as to promote interest therein 
throughout Canada and to disseminate knowledge 
thereof’. It is administered under the authority of a 
board of trustees which reports to Parliament through 
the Minister of Communications. 


The corporation’s chief executive officer is the secre- 
tary general, who is also vice-chairman of the board 
of trustees. 


The NMC comprises in a single administration: 
corporate management; the National Gallery of Can- 
ada; the National Museum of Man, including the 
Canadian War Museum; the National Museum of 
Natural Sciences; the National Museum of Science 
and Technology, including the National Aviation 
Museum and the Agricultural Museum; national pro- 
grams; and corporate services. The Canadian Mu- 
seum of Contemporary Photography, formerly the 
Still Photography Division of the National Film 
Board, is associated with the National Gallery. 


In 1972, the corporation began implementing a na- 
tional museum policy designed to ensure that Cana- 
dian museum collections are preserved and that 
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public access to them is increased. The five divisions 
of the national programs of the NMC provide grants, 
advice and technical assistance to the Canadian 
museum community to further the objectives of this 
policy. As well, the NMC has fostered co-operation 
among Canadian museums by establishing a network 
of 25 associate museums, including the four national 
museums, and 23 national exhibition centres.

ORGANIZATION OF MILITARY 
MUSEUMS OF CANADA 


The Organization of Military Museums of Canada 
(OMMC) is an association of military museums and 
similar or related institutions. It includes several 
American military museums as well. 


OMMC was formed in 1970 and had its first annual 
museology course in Ottawa. Courses have since 
been held in various Canadian Forces Bases, in To- 
ronto in conjunction with US Army museums, and at 
West Point. Speakers at these courses have included 
officials from major museums overseas such as the 
Imperial War Museum. There are no membership 
dues although there is a registration fee for courses. 


The Canadian War Museum (CWM) is the co- 
ordinating museum, and for that reason the chairman 
has always been the CWM’s chief curator. The secre- 
tary is also a CWM official. 


Between 1972 and 1983 the OMMC published a 
journal, normally in both official languages and on 
an annual basis. It was issued free of charge to 
member museums and to libraries or other institu- 
tions that requested it.

MUSICIANS 


Canadian Amateur Musicians/Musiciens Amateurs 
du Canada, better known as CAMMAC, is a bilingual, 
non-profit, national organization that provides oppor- 
tunities for amateur singers and instrumentalists 

of all ages and musical levels to enjoy music-making 
together. 


Cantata Readings are an opportunity to work with 
different choral conductors on a variety of works 
for choir and orchestra. Held several times a year, 
these readings also provide ensemble and sight- 
reading experience. 


Workshops, led by professional musicians, are avail- 
able for a nominal fee, in a variety of musical areas. 


The Lake Rosseau Music Centre, established in 
1978, takes place at the Rosseau Lake College in 
Muskoka, near Parry Sound. For one or two weeks in 


summer, members take courses conducted by profes- 
sional musicians in choral singing, chamber ensem- 
ble, chamber choir, voice training, music theory, 
orchestra, madrigals, recorders, Orff and Winds. 
Members can also attend the Lake MacDonald Music 
Centre in Quebec and the Miracle Valley Music 
Centre in British Columbia. 


Initiated in 1970, CAMMAC tours usually coincide 
with the International Society of Music Educators 
(ISME) conferences which take place every two years. 
Details are advertised well in advance in CAMMAC 
publications. CAMMAC membership is a prerequisite. 
The unique feature of these tours is the opportunity 
to meet and make music with musicians from other 
countries. 


Members receive a regional newsletter several times 
a year and the CAMMAC national quarterly, The 
Amateur Musician/Le Musicien Amateur, which re- 
ports on CAMMAC activities across Canada. Mem- 
bers also receive an annual membership list. This 
list, identifying members by voice, instrument and 
musical level, assists members to contact each other 
to form groups. Members are also eligible to use 

the library collection which currently contains ap- 
proximately 6,000 pieces.

CANADIAN ASSOCIATION OF 
MUSIC LIBRARIES 


The Canadian Association of Music Libraries (CAML) 
/ L’Association canadienne des bibliothéques musi- 
cales (ACBM) was founded in 1971, and is the Cana- 
dian branch of the International Association of Music 
Libraries, Archives and Documentation Centres 
(IAML). It succeeded the Canadian Music Library 
Association, founded in 1956 as a section of the 
Canadian Library Association. 


The objectives of CAML are: to encourage the devel- 
opment of music libraries; to initiate and/or partici- 
pate in projects dealing with music and musical 
resources; to issue such publications as the 
association deems useful; to encourage co-operation 
between libraries sharing information about, and 
access to, music, books on music, and sound record- 
ings; to foster the coming together of individuals 

or groups with kindred interests or problems; to co- 
operate with national, international and other foreign 


organizations concerned with music in all its aspects. 
These objectives are carried out under the direction 
of the executive committee composed of: past presi- 
dent, president, vice-president, secretary, treasurer 
and two councillors, as well as the membership 
secretary and committee chairpersons. 


The association participates in important interna- 
tional projects such as Répertoire international des 
sources musicales (RISM), Répertoire international 
d’iconographie musicale (RIDIM), Répertoire interna- 
tional de littérature musicale (RILM). The Union 
Catalogue of Canadian Music pre-1950 was begun by 
CMLA and is housed in the Music Division of the 
National Library of Canada in Ottawa. Its aim is to 
locate and catalogue all music published in Canada or 
by Canadian composers published elsewhere up to 
the inclusion of music in the Canadian National Bib- 
hography, Canadiana. 


The publications committee oversees the production 
of CAML publications. These include Musicians in 
Canada; a bio-bibliographical finding list, Union List 
of Music Periodicals in Canadian Libraries, and 
Canadian Musical Works 1900- 1980; a bibliography 
of general and analytical sources. The cataloguing 
committee participates in developing and maintaining 
standards of cataloguing and classifying music 
materials. 


Membership is open to all individuals or institutions 
interested in the work of CAML and, in general, 

in the conservation, documentation and propagation 
of music. Members receive the CAML Newsletter, 
published three times a year, and Fontes Artis Musi- 
cae, published by IAML four times a year.

CANADIAN MUSIC CENTRE 


The Canadian Music Centre maintains a national 
collection of music by our major concert music com- 
posers. The centre’s activities conducted through 


the national office in Toronto and its regional offices 
in Montreal, Toronto, Calgary and Vancouver, are 
organized to support the creative work of more than 
200 composers who are called associates of the CMC. 
The centre collects, reproduces, promotes, records 
and distributes the associates’ music. In these ser- 
vices, it works with Canadian and international mu- 
sicians, conductors, scholars, journalists, educators, 
and other creative artists and groups such as cho- 
reographers, filmmakers and broadcasters. 


The centre is an independent, non-government, non- 
profit body, incorporated under federal charter. First 
established in Toronto in 1959 by the Canadian 
Music Council, upon recommendation of the Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers Association of Canada 
(CAPAC) and the Canadian League of Composers, 

it opened offices in Montreal in October 19738, in 
Vancouver in October 1977, and in Calgary in Febru- 
ary 1980. In 1983 a separate office for Ontario re- 
gional affairs was also created. 


The centre offers, free of charge, the services of its 
unique lending libraries containing the scores of 
some 8,500 Canadian published and unpublished 
works. Each CMC library has an extensive reference 
collection of recordings of Canadian works on disc, 
tape and cassette. CMC also makes available bio- 
graphical information and reference materials on its 
associates and their music. 


Services and programs include: library and workroom 
music photoprinting service, recording and taping 

for CMC reference library, promotion and cataloguing 
of Canadian music, liaison with other organizations 
in a similar field. 


CMC administers the triennial Canadian Federation 
of University Women scholarship award to young 
composers. It participates in the Canadian sector of 
the International Society of Contemporary Music. 

It also administers the John Adaskin Project (new 
music in education) in conjunction with the Canadian 
Music Educators’ Association. 


Two important programs which have been developing 
since 1980 are the Centredisc recording project and 
the Canadian Music Centre Distribution Service 
which distributes these albums.

Interchange on Canadian Studies 


The Interchange on Canadian Studies is a week-long 
forum on national issues for Canadian secondary 
school students, held in a different province or terri- 
tory each year in late April. Its purpose is to exam- 
ine issues pertinent to Canada and to increase the 
students’ understanding of our identity as a nation. 


Each province or territory sends 20 students to the 
interchange; they are billeted with host families 
during the week, and reciprocate by hosting their 
partner for an exchange visit during the summer. The 
Ontario students, from Grade 12, are selected for 

the interchange by their schools and are given a two- 
day orientation in Toronto before travelling to the 
host province. 


Ontario-International/Interprovincial Student 
Exchange 


The Ontario International/Interprovincial Student 
Exchange Program is an education exchange program 
designed primarily to enhance students’ language 
skills in French, German, Italian and Spanish. On- 
tario students are matched with students from Que- 
bec, France, Germany, Italy, Spain and Switzerland. 
The visiting students spend three months (usually 
August to November) in Ontario homes and attending 
Ontario schools. The following spring, the Ontario 
students travel to the reciprocating destination where 
they spend three months in their partner’s home 

and attending their partner’s school. 


Ontario-Quebec Class Twinning Program 


The Ontario-Quebec Class Twinning Program is a 
correspondence program that provides opportunities 
for students at all levels of education to exchange 
ideas and information with similar students in the 
other province. 


Participation in the program increases learning about 
another region and the people who live there, and 
can foster friendships between students of different 
communities. 


Ontario Young Travellers 


The Ontario Young Travellers program provides 
financial assistance to students from Northern On- 
tario whose education might be enhanced by a visit 
to the provincial capital. This assistance is used to 
help defray transportation costs from the school 

to Toronto and to cover the cost of meals and accom- 
modation for students who attend schools located 
more than 800 km from Toronto. 


This program is available to Grade 8, senior elemen- 
tary, special education and mixed Grade 7 and 8 
classes, as well as to Grade 7 classes that are the last 
grade in an elementary school. Each school must 
provide evidence that its students’ visit is integrated 
with the school curriculum, outline follow-up activi- 
ties and provide assurance of adequate adult 
supervision. 


Ontario Student Leadership Centre 


The Ministry of Education operates programs in 
music, athletics, student council/conseils d’éléves and 
multicultural/multiracial relations. Students in 
Grades 10 and 11 are accepted through applications 
from the schools. All courses are held between June 
and September at the Ontario Student Leadership 
Centre, Longford Mills, north of Orillia. 


The development of leadership skills, interpersonal 
skills, organizational skills, time-management and 
fundraising are some of the courses’ objectives. 


Project Canada 


This national class-twinning program is initiated, 
financed and administered by the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, and conducted in co-operation with the minis- 
tries of education of the other provinces (Quebec 
excepted) and the northern territories. It continues to 
provide young people with the opportunity to develop 
a sense of national pride. Through the exchange of 
correspondence and classroom projects, Ontario stu- 
dents gain a broader understanding of the multicul- 
tural character of Canada.

Huronia Historical Parks 


SAINTE-MARIE AMONG THE HURONS, 
MIDLAND 


Sainte-Marie was the first European settlement in 
Ontario. Existing from 1639 to 1649, it was built by 
French Jesuit missionaries and their lay-helpers 

as a mission residence in the centre of the Huron 
Indian Confederacy. Due to famine, disease and 
hostilities, Sainte-Marie was abandoned and burned 
by the Jesuits as they fled with their Huron converts 
to a nearby island in Georgian Bay. 


The site has been carefully reconstructed at its origi- 
nal location a few kilometers east of Midland on 
Highway 12. Structures include blacksmith’s, carpen- 
ter’s and shoemaker’s shops, a cookhouse, granary, 
barns, stables, churches, dwellings, loghouses and a 
hospital. A path of cedar chips marks the route 
taken by His Holiness Pope John Paul II as he toured 
Sainte-Marie in 1984 and photographs of the Holy 
Father’s visit are on display.

HISTORIC NAVAL AND MILITARY ESTABLISH- 
MENTS, PENETANGUISHENE 


Built following the War of 1812 for the defence of the 
Upper Great Lakes, the Naval and Military Estab- 
lishments remained a peaceful British outpost. The 
Royal Navy kept several schooners at the Establish- 
ments between 1817 and 1834, so they could be 
refitted easily for war, should further hostilities be- 
tween Britain and the United States erupt. From 
1828 to 1856 various famous British regiments were 
posted to the Establishments. 


The outpost has been reconstructed on the original 
site at the end of Church Street in the Town of 
Penetanguishene on the southern shores of Georgian 
Bay. With the assistance of historical interpreters 

in authentic dress of the period, visitors can explore 
a unique part of Canada’s 19th-century naval and 
military history. A replica of the 49-foot long, two- 
masted Schooner Bee, which was posted at the Estab- 
lishments between 1817 and 1831, is ready for in- 
spection at the King’s Wharf.

Old Fort William, Thunder Bay 


From 1803 to 1821, Fort William was the inland 
headquarters of the North West Company. It was the 
scene of the annual Great Rendezvous when voya- 
geurs from northern and western Canadian posts met 
with their counterparts from Montreal to exchange 
furs for trade goods. 


The interpretive program at Old Fort William per- 
mits the visitor to become a part of the Great Ren- 
dezvous activities: canoe and boat building, 
tinsmithing, native life (beadwork, leatherwork, fish 
smoking, tanning of hides, basket making), 19th 
century farming and cooking. Other program features 
include fiddling, piping, dancing, singing, canoe 
arrivals, fur and grain warehousing, musket and 
cannon salutes, historical dramatization and a his- 
toric food outlet. The Great Rendezvous Pageant 

is held in early July.

UPPER CANADA VILLAGE, MORRISBURG 


Upper Canada Village in Morrisburg is a living 
museum depicting the evolution of life in eastern 
Ontario from 1784 to 1867. More than 30 buildings, 
including churches, stores, taverns, farm buildings 
and houses, have been restored to portray provincial 
life of this period. Bellamy’s Steam Flour Mill is 
the only steam and water powered grist mill operat- 
ing in North America. 


Agriculture is represented by collections of tools, 
implements and livestock. There is also a program of 
crop cultivation, an operating cheese factory and 
other period activities. 


Artisans demonstrate the production of essential 
goods at the spinning wheel and loom, at the cabinet- 
maker’s and blacksmith’s shops, and in the sawmill 
and woollen factory.

OLD FORT HENRY, KINGSTON 


Old Fort Henry is a unique limestone fortification 
built on a promontory overlooking the city of Kings- 
ton. Originally used by British and Canadian troops 
the fort is now garrisoned by the internationally- 
renowned Fort Henry Guard, a group of Canadian 
students specially trained in the infantry drill, artil- 
lery exercises and fife and drum music of the British 
Army of 1857. 


Parts of the fort, the officers’ quarters, the men’s 
barracks, artisans’ shops and kitchens have been 
restored to show the military way of life in pre- 
Confederation Canada. Many of the rooms of the fort 
contain an extensive collection of British and Cana- 
dian military arms, uniforms and equipment. The 
Fort Henry Guard performs a colourful “Ceremonial 
Retreat” every Monday, Wednesday and Saturday 


evening during July and August starting at 7:30 p.m., 
weather permitting.

FACTOR/CTL 


FACTOR/CTL has been established by the Canadian 
Independent Record Production Association and a 
number of sponsors from both the recording and 
broadcasting industries. The foundation is designed 
to assist in the production of master recordings by 
Canadian performers and composers. 


FACTOR/CTL provides three different financing 
programs: 1. Term Loans offer short term financing 
when normal avenues to financing are inaccessible. 
These loans are repaid through advances paid on 

the delivery of the master tape; 2. Factor Loans of up 
to $25,000 are interest free and are repaid from 
earnings derived from the record; 3. New Talent 
Awards provide entry level performers with up to 
$2,500 to help finance the production of a release 
quality demo tape. There is no obligation to repay the 
award. 


Applications for financing are reviewed by juries 
made up of representatives of the broadcasting and 
recording industries. Jury members review the tapes 
in regard to the quality of the music and lyrics, 
airplay potential, and sales potential.

The Canadian Recording Industry Association (CRIA) 
is a non-profit trade organization founded in 1964 
to represent the interest of Canadian companies that 
create, manufacture and market sound recordings.

CANADIAN ACTORS’ EQUITY 
ASSOCIATION 


Canadian Actors’ Equity Association represents per- 
formers, stage managers, directors, choreographers 
in live theatre, ballet and opera by negotiating all 
agreements, minimum salaries and working condi- 
tions for its members. It is the goal of Equity to 
advance, promote, foster and benefit all those con- 
nected with the art of theatre and performing arts in 
general. 


Government of the association is vested in a council 
made up of members from across Canada. To become 
a member of Equity one must either be offered an 
Equity contract or complete the apprentice program. 
An acting apprentice must have completed not less 
than three productions for at least two different 
theatres within a period of 24 months from the begin- 
ning of the apprentice’s first engagement. An acting 
apprentice can be offered an Equity contract at 

any time provided they are contracted for an entire 
production, except stage managers who must complete 
not less than six productions for at least two differ- 
ent theatres or eight productions for the same theatre. 


Equity has approximately 3,200 active members. 
Auditions for casting are to be held for Equity mem- 
bers and Equity registered apprentices in advance 
of auditions held for non-Equity performers. The 
association organizes auditions, administers a regis- 
tered retirement savings plan and a special accident 
and sickness insurance plan. 


All Equity contracts are monitored to ensure they 
are correct according to agreements. Every member 
is bonded while under contract. Through its adminis- 
trative staff, problems with management are ad- 
dressed so that members’ employment opportunities 
are not jeopardized because of personal involvement. 
Members agree to abide by all contractual obliga- 
tions stated in their engagement contract, and infrac- 
tions of the Equity rules can subject the artist to 
disciplinary proceedings. 


A monthly newsletter is published (July/August 
issues are combined) which is mailed to members in 
good standing only but posted for interested parties 
in the Equity offices, in Toronto and Vancouver. 

The newsletter contains pertinent information on the 
association’s activities and employment opportunities.

A newsletter keeps the members 
informed. The annual meeting is held in Toronto, 
usually in May.

Because ABAC/ALAC member firms continually 
require replenishment of their stocks, they are always 
eager to purchase valuable material for which there 
is a demand. 


ABAC/ALAC firms are qualified to provide appraisals 
of antiquarian books and manuscripts for estate, 
insurance, tax or sales purposes. It should be noted 
that valuating books and manuscripts is a profes- 
sional service and a fee is normally charged. The 
amount of the fee will depend on the number and 
value of the items appraised and the time and special 
knowledge required. Often the bookseller will waive 
the fee if he or she is able to purchase the material, 
or if it has little or no value. 


A directory is available which provides information 
about ABAC/ALAC member firms and their special- 
ties to all those who may desire professional assis- 
tance in the purchase, sale or appraisal of antiquarian 
books or manuscripts.

CANADA COUNCIL 


The Canada Council/Conseil des Arts du Canada was 
created by an Act of Parliament in 1957. Under the 
Canada Council Act, the object of the council is 

“to foster and promote the study and enjoyment of, 


and the production of works in, the arts”. It offers a 
program of financial assistance and special services, 
mainly to professional artists and arts organizations. 
The council also maintains the secretariat for the 
Canadian Commission for UNESCO and has some 
responsibility for promoting Canadian culture abroad. 


The Canada Council is headed by a 21-member 
board appointed by the government of Canada. The 
board’s decisions on policies and programs are imple- 
mented by a staff headed by a director and an associ- 
ate director, both appointed by the government of 
Canada. The council and its staff rely heavily on the 
advice and co-operation of disciplinary advisory com- 
mittees, and artists and arts professionals from all 
parts of Canada, who are consulted individually and 
in juries and selection committees. The council works 
in close co-operation with federal and provincial 
cultural agencies and with the Bureau of Interna- 
tional Cultural Relations of the Department of Exter- 
nal Affairs. 


Funding 


When the Canada Council was established, it was 
endowed by the government, and until 1964 the in- 
come from the endowment fund supported all pro- 
grams. This revenue was seen to be insufficient as 
Canada’s cultural life developed and, in the mid- 
1960s, Parliament began to make appropriations to 
the council. In recent years, the council budget has 
been more than $75 million, and over 80 per cent of 
this sum is a direct annual grant from Parliament. 
The council also has received private endowments of 
about $26 million in donations and bequests, for 
special purposes. 


Accountability 


The Canada Council is operationally independent in 
law. Its accounts are audited each year by the audi- 
tor-general of Canada, and its audited financial 
statements are made public and submitted to Parlia- 
ment in an annual report. A supplement to this 
report contains a complete listing of the several thou- 
sand grant recipients and the amounts they received 
during the fiscal year, as well as the names of jury 
members and their disciplines. The report and the 
supplement provide Parliament and the public with a 
clear view of the operations of the council. In addi- 
tion, the council reports to Parliament through the 
Minister of Communications and appears before 
parliamentary committees, particularly the House of 
Commons Standing Committee on Communications 
and Culture. 


Recipients of Canada Council Grants 


Application for grants may be made by Canadian 
professional artists and arts organizations in music, 
dance, theatre, writing and publishing, the visual 
arts and the media arts. Individual applicants must 
have completed basic training or have the necessary 
competence to be considered as professionals within 
their discipline. To be eligible for support, arts or- 
ganizations must have maintained a high standard of 


artistic quality, administrative competence and fi- 
nancial responsibility. The council also holds three 
annual competitions for grants through its Explora- 
tions Program, which is designed for Canadian indi- 
viduals and organizations that present imaginative 
and innovative cultural and artistic projects. 


Approximately 3,700 grants are awarded each year 
through all council programs, with one-third going to 
individual artists and the balance going to arts and 
arts service organizations.

UNESCO 


The United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization provides in its constitution that 
each member government establish and maintain a 
national commission. In Canada, this responsibility 
has been delegated to the Canada Council. 


Unesco’s scope covers the whole range of interna- 
tional co-operation in science, culture, communica- 
tions and education. National commissions primarily 
are concerned to provide advice, supporting services 
and channels of communication in these areas. The 
main responsibility of the Canadian Commission 

is to: ensure non-political liaison with the national 
professional community; advise governments and the 
private sector on their participation in the Unesco 
program; ensure proper Canadian representation at 
Unesco Conferences. To carry out the full Unesco 
mandate, the commission works in close co-operation 
both with governments and the private sector. The 
Canada Council provides the budget and staff for the 
commission, as a division of its own services. 


The Canadian Commission for Unesco, in co-operation 
with Teleglobe Canada, established the McLuhan 
Teleglobe Award in 1983. The $50,000 international 
prize in communications is meant to honour the 
memory of communications philosopher Herbert 
Marshall McLuhan. The prize, which includes a com- 
memorative medal, is awarded every two years. 
Individuals or groups may apply themselves, or may 
be nominated by others.

NYO Associated Artists brings together a group of 
volunteers, all experts in artistic direction, manage- 
ment and related fields, to provide guidance to 
professional artists, groups of artists and other or- 
ganizations devoted to the service of artists. 


Established in 1970 by the National Youth Orchestra 
management, NYO Associated Artists has actively 
assisted in the formation of a number of non-profit 
arts organizations and has advised them on legal 
structures, fiscal procedures and other management 
functions. 


NYO Associated Artists has also provided manage- 
ment assistance for some dozen individual artists and 
groups who, for various reasons, were not ready or 
were simply not willing to sign up with an established 
agent. Among them have been conductors Ermanno 
Florio and John Lubbock, violinists Otto Armin 

and Victor Martin, pianist Elyakim Taussig, percus- 
sionist John Wyre and the Nexus Ensemble. 


NYO Associated Artists charges no fees although 
beneficiaries must reimburse the NYO Association 
for any expenses incurred. They are also encouraged 
to give a donation if the service provided warrants it. 


Both Canadian and international organizations have 
sought and received consultation from NYO Associ- 
ated Artists. Among others, projects have been un- 
dertaken for the Bahamas Festival (1971), the 
Canadian Association of Youth Orchestras (1974), 
the Hong Kong Arts Festival (1973), the Kelso Music 
Centre (1971) and New Music Concerts—Toronto 
(1970). Others are being planned currently. 


Special services and other assistance have also been 
made available to Arts Alive at Harbourfront (1978), 
the Australian Youth Orchestra, the Banff Centre 
-in planning the Canadian Chamber Orchestra (1973), 
the Chamber Players of Toronto, Direction Arts 
(1977), Jeunesses Musicales du Canada, the National

PARKS CANADA IN ONTARIO 


Parks Canada is responsible for a parks system that 
is the largest in area in the world. There is at least 
one national park in each province and territory, 
stretching from Terra Nova on the east coast of New- 
foundland to Pacific Rim on the west coast of Van- 
couver Island, and from Point Pelee at the most 
southern tip of mainland Canada to Auyuittugq, inside 
the Arctic Circle. 


As valuable as these parks are, they are only part of 
what Parks Canada does. Not only is it responsible 
for protecting for all time those places that are 
significant examples of Canada’s natural landscape, 
but it is also charged with protecting cultural heri- 
tage. From maintaining forts and battlefields to 
commemorating people and events, Parks Canada is 
involved in preserving Canadian history. 


Under the direction of the Minister of the Environ- 
ment, Parks Canada operates 69 historic parks and 
sites across the country. Interpretation services at 
these parks and sites stress active and exciting dis- 
plays for the visiting public who are encouraged 

to participate as much as possible. For example, in 
Ontario, visitors can try on military uniforms at Fort 
Malden, near Windsor, or visit Woodside, William 
Lyon Mackenzie King’s boyhood home located in 
Kitchener, to participate in the annual Victorian 
Christmas, Easter or Thanksgiving holiday celebra- 
tions. Whenever possible, the emphasis is on living 
history. 


History is more than buildings and battles; it is also 
the people who created them. In recognition of this, 
the Historic Sites and Monuments Board of Canada 
recommends to the Minister of the Environment 

not only those places and events of national historical 
significance that are worthy of commemoration, but 
those people who played an important part as well. 
The board often works in cooperation with provincial 
governments and private organizations to conduct 
research and erect plaques to remind Canadians of 
that importance. 


Approximately 750 individuals or sites have been 
commemorated in this manner. In Ontario the num- 
ber of plaques is too lengthy for a full listing here. 
Some examples include: Tom Thomson, a Group 

of Seven artist for whom a plaque is erected in Al- 
gonquin Provincial Park where he often painted; the 
Bell Homestead in Brantford, Ontario where the 
telephone was invented; Massey Hall in Toronto, one 
of Canada’s first concert halls; and Ermatinger House 
in Sault Ste. Marie, the oldest surviving house in 
northwest Ontario. 


In 1985, Parks Canada celebrated the 100th anniver- 
sary of the national parks system. It was in 1885 
that land was first set aside for a national park at 
the Cave and Basin Hotsprings in Banff. For infor- 
mation on national parks and national historic parks 
and sites located in Ontario please contact:

Fort St. Joseph National Historic Park 


Located on St. Joseph Island, 90 km southeast of 
Sault Ste. Marie, Fort St. Joseph was once the most 
westerly frontier outpost in British North America. It 
was also the western headquarters of the Indian 
Department and a major fur-trade supply depot be- 
tween 1796 and 1812. Tours of the ruins of Fort 

St. Joseph are available and Parks Canada interpret- 
ers are there to answer questions. There is also a 
modern visitor reception centre which offers an indoor 
theatre show outlining the history of the fort.

Fort Malden National Historic Park 


In 1796, the British built Fort Amherstburg, or Fort 
Malden, near the mouth of the Detroit River to 
replace their fort at Detroit, which had been ceded to 
the Americans. The fort is located in Amherstburg, 

a convenient 32 km drive south of Windsor. Once 
there, there is no shortage of things to do. The origi- 
nal barracks built in 1819 still stand and are brought 
to life by guides dressed as soldiers of the 1800's. 
These costumed interpreters will regale visitors with 
talk of the Fort’s history, from the time the famous 
Shawnee Indian Chief Tecumseh met with General 
Brock to the years when the fort served as the navy 
yard for the upper Great Lakes.

Niagara National Historic Parks 


During the War of 1812, the British built several 
defensive posts along the Niagara River to discourage 
an expected American invasion of British North 
America. Parks Canada now operates four of these 
posts as historic parks. 


Fort George: Once the headquarters for the British 
army along the Niagara frontier, the fort saw consid- 
erable military activity. The fort fell into ruin after 
the War of 1812, but has since been restored to look 
as it did between 1796 and 1813. 


Butler's Barracks: After the war, the British built a 
group of buildings on the flat land behind Fort 
George, out of range of the American guns at Fort 
Niagara. These buildings, known as ‘Butler’s Bar- 


racks’, were used primarily for military purposes for 
more than 150 years, until past the middle of this 
century. 


Fort Mississauga: The British also built Fort Missis- 
sauga after the war to guard and control the 
entrance to the Niagara River. Although no shots 
were ever fired from the fort, its existence helped to 
discourage an American invasion. 


Queenston Heights and Brock’s Monument: The Brit- 
ish won an important battle against the Americans 
at Queenston Heights. But before the battle ended, 
the British commander, Major General Sir Isaac 
Brock, was killed by a single shot from an American 
musket. Today, a tall monument marks his grave.

Fort Wellington National Historic Park and 
Battle of the Windmill National Historic Site 


Both of these Parks Canada sites are located in Pres- 
cott, 90 km southeast of Ottawa. Two British forts 
known as Fort Wellington have occupied land over- 
looking the St. Lawrence River at this strategic 
settlement site near the international border. The 
first fort, built at the height of the War of 1812, was 
abandoned and fell into ruins after the war. The 
second fort, built in 1838-39 in response to the Upper 
Canadian Rebellion, remained in use until 1924. It 

is this fort that stands today. 


Visitors are invited to explore the blockhouse and 
officers’ quarters which are refurnished to their 1846 
appearance and are encouraged to ‘please touch the 
displays’ or try on a period uniform and even test the 
comfort of a soldier’s bed. 


Just three kilometres down river is the site of the 
Battle of the Windmill. During the Rebellion of 1837- 
38, Canadian rebels and renegade American sympa- 
thizers intent on invasion took refuge here. After 

a five-day battle, the rebels were forced to surrender.

Woodside National Historic Park 


Woodside, in Kitchener, was the boyhood home 

of Canada’s 10th prime minister, William Lyon 
Mackenzie King. The home is restored to the 1890 
period and is staffed by costumed interpreters. The 
story told at Woodside house is not just that of King’s 
childhood, but that of family life during the Victo- 
rian era. Middle class families like the Kings lived in 
considerable comfort in the late 19th century. With 
the income to buy the various products of the age 

of industry, they filled their houses, almost to the 
point of lavishness, with a rich range of furnishings. 


Woodside is no exception, and a walk through its 
rooms is a sensual delight.

In 1890, this manse in Gravenhurst was the birth- 
place of Norman Bethune, who became a world- 
famous doctor. He invented surgical techniques and 
instruments and published numerous articles. During 
the Spanish Civil War, he developed a mobile blood 
transfusion service to deliver blood to wounded sol- 
diers. Today, Dr. Bethune is revered by the Chinese 
people for his relentless work during the war with 
Japan.

Bellevue: House National Historic Park 


Sir John A. Macdonald lived in this house for a time 
during the 1840s. As well as having the distinction 
of housing Canada’s first prime minister, it is also one 
of the earliest and finest examples in Ontario of the 
Italian Villa style of architecture. Interpretive staff at 
the house are dressed to the 1840s period and per- 
form tasks around the house and grounds as they 
would have been done at that time. A newly con- 
structed visitor centre houses exhibits and a film 
viewing room which explain the history of the house.

Heritage Canals and Waterways 


Aside from operating historic sites on land, Parks 
Canada is responsible for three heritage canals lo- 
cated in Ontario. The Rideau Canal, which runs from 
Ottawa to Kingston, the Sault Ste. Marie Canal in 
Sault Ste. Marie and the Trent-Severn Waterway, 
which links Lake Ontario with Lake Huron, were 
once important defence and trading routes serving a 
new country. As time progressed their roles in com- 
mercial transportation diminished and the canals 
became recreational waterways. Under Parks Cana- 
da’s heritage designation, these historic waterways 
are being preserved, protected and presented for 
present and future generations. 


Point Pelee National Park 


In Canada’s system of national parks, Point Pelee is 
the most southern; the entrance to the park is lo- 
cated at the same latitude as northern California. 


Because of its southerly location, the park is a fasci- 
nating blend of marsh, forest, fields, and beach. In 
the marshland are found several plants and animals 
more common in warmer climates. In the forest, 

long vines hanging from trees give the park a jungle- 
like appearance. Surrounding the marsh and forest 

is a 22 km necklace of sand and pebble beach, which 
makes the park a popular site during the summer 
months. Point Pelee National Park is open year-round 
as a day-use park. Spring is noted for smelt fishing 
and excellent bird watching. During the fall the 
southward migration of birds and monarch butterflies 
attracts naturalists from around the world. Winter 
can vary dramatically in southern Ontario, but when 
conditions are suitable, the park maintains a large 
skating area by the marsh boardwalk and provides a 
network of cross-country ski trails.

Georgian Bay Islands National Park 


Georgian Bay Islands National Park, on the doorsteps 
of Muskoka, is composed of 77 islands, or parts of 
islands, scattered along the Georgian Bay coastline. 
Beausoleil Island, the largest in the system at 8 

km long and 1.6 km wide, is the interpretive hub and 
the focal point of the park. Across Georgian Bay, 

just off the tip of the Bruce peninsula, lie the Tober- 
mory Islands. Among them is the mystical Flowerpot 
Island renowned for its geological “flowerpot” struc- 
tures and rare orchids. Access to all camping, day- 
use, picnic and swimming areas is solely by boat.

Pukaskwa (pronounced puck-a-saw) is a wilderness 
park preserving 1,878 km2 of the northern coastline 
of Lake Superior and the forest and rock of the 
Canadian Shield. Motorized vehicles are not permit- 
ted within the park interior. Visitors are asked to 
leave their cars at the park entrance at Hattie Cove, 
25 km northwest of Marathon. This “wild shore of 
an inland sea” can then be discovered by hiking, can- 
oeing, boating, and camping.

St. Lawrence Islands National Park 


A 21-island area makes up most of Canada’s smallest 
national park. Long ago, these islands were moun- 
tains in the St. Lawrence River. The park has its 
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headquarters on the mainland at Mallorytown Land- 
ing, halfway between Kingston and Belleville, where 
there is a supervised beach as well as docking, picnic 
and camping facilities. At the visitor centre, 
interpretive exhibits depict the natural and historical 
features of the region. The park islands are accessi- 
ble only by boat. Most of the islands have facilities for 
docking, picnicking and camping.

Across Canada are almost 30 planetarium facilities 
with star theatres for depicting the wonders of the 
universe. These theatres range in size from small 
planetariums holding 20-30 children to six major pla- 
netariums (Calgary, Edmonton, Montreal, Toronto, 
Vancouver, and Winnipeg) each seating over 250 
people. Each facility produces programs to promote 
public interest in astronomy among the general 
public and schoolchildren as well as special demon- 
strations for such groups as university classes, Cub 
and Guide groups, naturalist groups, and boat clubs. 
Major planetariums also offer light-and-sound con- 
certs, programs of continuing education courses, and 
act as resources in their communities for educators 
and interpreters of modern research for the media and 
general public. Each year over one million people 
visit Canadian planetariums. 


The association’s principal vehicle of communication 
is its quarterly newsletter, Northstar. Every two 
years a major conference is hosted by one of the 
member facilities and is attended by planetarium 
people, astronomy educators, and teachers from Can- 
ada and other countries.
